The  Rye,  Winchclsea  and  District  Memorial  Hospital  in  the 
parish  of  Ryo  Foreign.  A  Scheme  is  in  preparation  for  the 
addition  of  a  Maternity  Ward  and  Nurses*  Home.

Irioulin 

July  1943  tho  Borough  Council,  on  the  advico  of  tho 
Flnonoo  and  Exocutivo  Commit toe  resolved  that  Insulin  should  bo 
supplied  at  the  recommendation  of  tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  diabetics  v/ho  are  unable  to  afford  it  or  who  aro  unable  to 
got  it  through  tho  Insurance  Scheme,  tho  Poor  Law  or  tho  Education 
Act,  Wo  insulin  was  supplied  during  1946. 

Laboratories 

Throat  swabs  and  the  like  are  sent  to  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  of  tho  Royal  East  Sussex  Hospital,  Hastings,  Sputum 
is  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  at  tho  County  Laboratory, 

Hollingly. 

Ambulance  Service, 

This  service  is  staffed  by  voluntary  members  of  the 
St., John's  Ambulance,  v/ho  have  two  motor  ambulances  at  Rye,  A  rota 
of  nurses  and  drivers  is  kept  and  an  ambulance  is  always  available 
for  acciaont  and  removal  cases,  A  scheme  for  the  free  use  of  tho 
ambulance  is  operated  and  is  available  to  anyone  payiiig  an  annual 
subscription  of  2/6. 

The  St.John’s  Ambulance  also  run  a  Medical  Comforts  Depot, 
from  which  articles  require. in  times  of  sickness  can  be  hired  for 
a  small  cho.rge.

SOwmples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  once 
a  month  and  for  chemical  examination  once  a  quarter. 

Other  samples  are  taken  v/hon  advisable. 

In  1946,  thirty-six  bacteriological  samples  (22  pre- 
chlorinatod  and  14  post-chlorinated)  and  eight  chemical  samples 
(4  pro-chlorinated  and  4  post-chlorinated)  v/ere  taken. 


All  water  supplied  .to  consumers  v/as  satisfactory.  The 
water  is  chlprinated. 

‘,66,577,000  gallons  were  supplied  from  the  Cadborough  and 
Military  Road  Pumping  Stations,  l^his  is  approximately  4^  million 
gallons  more  than  was  pumped  in  the  previous  year.  Of  this  amount 
4,633,000  gallons  v/ero  supplied  in  bulk  to  the  Battle  Rural  District 
Council,  This  is  just  over  a  million  gallons  more  than  was  supplied 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  Borough  Surveyor  prepared  a  Scheme  for  additional 
supplies  for  the  Borough  of  Rye,  This  Scheme  is  also  designed  to 
supply  th^  eastern  portion  of  the  Battle  Rural  District,  The 
proposed  supply  is  an  intake  from  the  River  ^^other  approximately  a 
mile  above  Newenden  Bridge,

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports;- 

Thirty-five  complaints  of  nulaanoea  were  investigated 
and  were  remedied  by  informal  notices. 

Cowsheds,  dairies,  bake  houses  eto.,  were  periodically 
Inspected. 

No  slaughter  houses  were  'in  general  use  during  the 
year.  Pour  pigs  were  slaughtered  under  the  Ministry  of  Pood 
regulations. 

All  home  killed  rationed  meat  is  delivered  to  Rye 
from  a  Governmont  Slaughter  House  outside  the  Borough.

•’orae  complaints  of  vermin  infestations  were  received, 
mainly  of  fleas  and  cockroaches.  These  were  successfully 
tr sated  with  D.D.T.  spray  and  powder*

There  are  forty-four  factories  on  the  register,  29  of 
which  use  mechanical  power.  These  are  periodically  inspected 
and  no  action  against  offences  v/as  found  necessary.

Wc  rodent  control  operative  v/as  eroployed  until  November, 
1946  when  a  man  was  engaged  on  a  part-time  basis,  (  the  previous 
oporabiro  having  left  in  September ,  1945 ) ,  The  followiiig  infes-

In  Dorember  the  Council  adopted  the  Private  Dwellings 
Ppecial  Scheme  made  available  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  whereby 
all  infestations  of  dwelling  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge 
t  o  the  occupant. 


New  Houses  -  4  Council  Houses  and  2  houses  erected 
by  priva'lTe"  onxiorpriso ,  were  completed  during  .the  year. 

The  Cadborough  Road  Housing  Scheme  was  commenced, 
ond  workmen  roads  and  services  was  well  in  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Building  was  commence  of  the  first  contract 
for  24  houses. 

Requisitioned  Houses  -  3  houses  were  requisitioned  and 
by  conversion  into  flats,  housed  7  families.  There  is  little 
hope  of  further  properties  becoming  available  for  requisitioning. 

Hutments  -  Work  was  commenced  on  the  conversion  into 
temporary  houses  of  Naval  and  N.F.S.  hutments,  and  when  com¬ 
pleted  those  buildings  will  house  25  families. 

Maintenance  Work,-  Tho  repair  and  painting  of  State 
aided  and  other  Council  houses  was  cut  to  a  minimum  with  the 
result  that  a  largo  amount  of  v/ork  is  aoouaulating. 

Housing  shortage,-  At  tho  ond  of  tho  year  tho  ^'ouncil 
had  on  i«a  books  TB’O  applicants  for  houses.  The  figure  is 
increasing  and  can  only  bo  relieved  by  tho  complotion  of 
Council  houses,
